Raging Storm 
In Calitornia 
Stalls Traffic 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 14— 
(P)—A raging. storm. fronting 
from Canada to Mexico blasted 
California and Nevada Monday. 


Blinding blizzards blocked trans- 
continental rail and highway 
traffic in the high Sierra, ma- 
rooning one train with 120 pas- 
sengers aboard. 


Colorful Reno, the nation’s di- 
vorce capital, was isolated tem- 
porarily. Smaller towns in the 
vast region on the shoulders of 
the Sierra Nevada were cut off. 
Winds up to 100 miles an hour 
roared across the summits. 


It was California’s worst winter 
in more than a half-century. 


Rescue teams battled deep drifts 
in a number of places. to reach 
marooned motorists and residents, 
but the most dramatic effort con- 
cerned the luxurious stream- 
liner City of San Francisco trap- 
ped at 7,000 feet near the crest of 
the Sierra with its 120 passengers 
aboard. The train was westbound, 
from Chicago. 

Unconfirmed reports from near 
the scene—150 air miles north- 
east of San Francisco—said fuel 
from the crack train’s two en- 
gines ran out at noon and food 
Was nearly gone. 

Two rescue trains, with big, 
rotary snowplows chewing into 
the drifts, were trying to reach 
the streamliner from the east and 
west. 


The 120 passengers did not ap- 
pear in immediate danger. 


The radar screen at the airport, 
used to talk the Northeast Airline 
plane down, lost the twin-engined 
image moments before the Boston- 


New York liner hit the water with 
a mighty splash. 

Had the plane come in from 
almost any other direction it 
would have crashed in thickly 
populated Queens. 

Only two of the passengers— 
including five women—were se- 
riously injured. Surface ships ply- 
ing the river quickly hove to for 
rescue operations, which took only 
about 15 minutes. 


All of the 33 passengers and 
three crew members on the 
Convair transport were from New 
England, most of them from Mas- 
sachusetts.. The plane took off 
from Boston at 7:45 a. m. (EST).

The vaccine has been available 
for nearly six years. It’s testing 
could not be done satisfactorily so 


long as the number of different 
virusés causing polio was un- 
known. Now the vaccine can be 
tried. It was developed at Johns 
Hopkins University, first for mon- 
keys and on them it showed nearly 
complete protection. 

The foundation report names the 
three types of polio virus, each 
one able to cause all the known 


ent that & vaccine for one is no 
,ivlection against the others. And 
if you have polio caused by one 


of these viruses, that will not pro-' 


tect you against getting polio again 
irom one of the others. 

The three types of Virus are 
Arelleon, Lansing and Brunhilde. 
They were ciscovered in that or- 
der beginning in 1937. 

Leon is named after a lad in 
Los Angeles who died of this type 
of polio virus. Lansing was named 
for Lansing, Mich., where the virus 


died of polio, in 1938.-Brunhilde 
is the name of a chimpanzee, 
which died of virus obtained from 
seven human polio cases in Bal- 
timore in 1939. 

The long search for these crip- 
plers has developed clearly that 
there are other viruses which re- 
semble polio but are not that 
dreadedeiisease. Only one of these 
imitators fully identified is Cox- 
sackie, named after the New York 
upstate town where it was dis- 
covered.

Democracy, Myth 
Of Washington 


WASHINGTON—There’s a great nation, not 


mythical either but firmly anchored 


in solid 


| dirt west of the Atlantic Ocean and east of the 
Pacifie Ocean, which is proud of its democratic government and 
is earnest about extending democracy to the far ends of the earth. 
But democracy is a myth in its own capital city. There citizens 
are denied the simple and basic right of democracy, which is the 
vote—the free ballot about which its statesmen, real and syn- 


thetic, talk so much. 


They might as well be back 
under King George III. They 
have taxation without represen- 
tation, live under laws and 
regulations made by those in 
whose election they have no 
voice and otherwise fulfill the 
bill of particulars that their 
forefathers filed against King 
George III. 


They live in the same town 
with the chief executive of 
the nation, the President, and 
see him in his comings and 
goings, but have no share in 
him. They live in the same 
town with Congress, the leg- 
islative' body, but have no 
share in that. They are gov- 
~erned by two committees of 
Congress, which could much 
better be looking after the 
nation’s business, and by 
three so-called district com- 
missioners appointed by their 
President. 


All of this is an old story 
among us here, for it is here, 
of course. It is brought up once 
again because Congress is back 
in session again, and it is time 
again to petition Congress to 
give us democracy here and 
tear away our own Iron Cur- 
tain arid pull down the pillars 
of our local Kremlin. 

It is, more than a petition to 
Congress, a petition to the rest 
of the people of the nation. 


_ For, as Patrick Henry once said, 


we have petitioned in vain. 
Congress ignores our petitions. 
Our only recourse is people 
elsewhere who have the vote 
and elect members of Congress 
and presumably have some in- 
fluence on them, and maybe 
more than usual in this elee- 
tion year. We are aware that 
your congressman, when ‘he is 
making those noble utterances 
on July Fourth or other occa- 
sions about the free ballot and 
other blessings of democracy, 
fever tells you that a part of 
the nation is denied the ballot 
and the right to govern itself. 


Maybe you never knew that, 


, 


or have forgotten, but it is a 
fact, and now is the time. 

If you think democracy would 
be all right for us—write and 
tell him. 

It is not, of course, all of 
Congress that concocts this con- 
spiracy against free govern- 
ment. In the last ‘Congress, 
as a matter of fact, the Senate 
unanimously passed a home- 
rule bill permitting us dummy 
citizens here to vote and elect 
officials, and it is the first or- 
der of business for the Senate 
this session. The House re- 
fused in the last Congress, and 
that’s where the trouble will 
come again. 

It’s not the Whole House, 
either, but a Kremlin installed 
in the House District of Co- 
lumbia committee headed by 
Rep. John J. McMillan (Dem., 
S. C.), its chairman, which 
seems to have considerable in- 
fluence among other members. 
Mr. McMillan does not believe 
in democracy for the national 
capital, nor do some of his fel- 
low committee members. So 
they just smother the bill.

“Senate Resolution 22, new 
im the House, is the most im- 
portant remaining piece of 
legislation recommended by 
the Tax Revision Committee,” 
said John Sammons Bell, at- 
torney for the commissioners 
association. “Governor Tal- 
madge has personally selicit- 
ed the ald of the county com- 
miasioners to effect its pas- 
sage.” 


The commissioners alse want 
the Legislature to pass a bil! re- 
lieving the counties of having 
to contribute to welfare pay- 
ments. The counties now con- 
tribute 5 per cent to the relief 
checks. Still another bill in- 
dorsed by the commissioners 
would permit counties to pass 
ordinances in certain instances 
—a move toward home rule for 
counties. The commissioners 
also want a law to require all 
trucks transporting log and 
pulpwood to secure the cargo by 
a minimum of two iron chains 

A major wish of the local gov- 
erning officials, however, is per- 
mission to contract with experts 
to re-evaluate property for tax 
assessment purposes. <A ‘court 
decision has stopped the coun- 
ties from hiring these outside 
experts.

CALLS ASSOCIATION PRESIDENT ‘ANOTHER HITLER’ 


SAN DIEGO, Calif., Jan. 14—(4)—Former 
heavyweight boxing champion Joe Louis and 
two other Negro golfers showed up Monday 
to challenge what they said was a Professional 
Golfers Association ban on non-white players. 


They appeared for pre-tournament quali- 
fying tests in the PGA-sanctioned San Diego 
Open, starting Thursday. 

Horton Smith, the PGA’s president, an- 
nounced meanwhile, that the Louis case was 
not closed and that he would present it to the 
PGA’s national tournament committee. He 
said he had not personally barred Louis. 


The question of the ban on Louis and the 
two others, announced by the tournament 
sponsoring committee here Sunday, became 
involved in what appeared to be conflicting 
interpretations. 

Members of the local committee said they 
were told by Horton Smith, PGA president, 
after they had invited Louis to play as an 
amateur except from qualification, that he 
was banned by a PGA by-law. 

Smith himself said at Pebble Beach that 
thére was a long-standing PGA rule against 

non-white players in tournaments co-sponsored 
by the PGA. 

A spokesman at Chicago headquarters of 
the PGA said the non-white ban applied only 
to PGA membership. 

Harry Moffitt, PGA secretary, said at 
Toledo, Ohio, that Louis was barred from the
